“Sleeping u the House of Commons is con-
fucted upon sclentific principles, Probably no
member spends 8o many hours in the Hoose ut
his post s Mr. Cowen, the M, P, for Newonstle
—who Is beginning to b2 known ns the ‘long
sitter'—and who has not yet learned the par-
linmentary art of sleeping st hisﬂpoat. which Is
an indispensable thing in the House of Com-
mons, Un days of uterest a member requlres
1o be in bis place at 3 o'clock 11 he is to secure
his seat, aod as a sitting generally lusts uil 2 in
the morning, it is not within mortal power to
il day by day closely watching weary debates
without spending some ol the time in sieep-
ing. Wily members prefer stopping away
the early parv ol the sitting, and dropping
in when questions are on that they oare
for. Others only come on certain days,
antl all, except the most attentive, go home
hefore the late divisions, but all who attend
constantly, qulte as coustantly (if they have
sny sense) sleep in the House, Irom the oldest
Cubinet wimsier dowa 10 the newest momber
this is done. He is voled a ‘100!’ who attempls
to meddle with every question, and il he walts
for those he is concerncd in he had better doze
till they come to a decision than be absent. No
one knows when divisions will come on, and to
join in them 4 member must be on the spot, and
1o make up his mind to sleep (I necessary) at
his post the only way in which he can dis-
charge his duty. r.J. 8 Mill, an M, P, not
wanting in watchfalness or prudence, #its for
hours asleep with his face on bis hand, having
had the precaution to choose a seat which ena-
blee him to do it.

“The public, who do not undepstand the
thing, think when a small late House is haif
asleep, that the members are neglecting their
duty, and are subjects oi remark, The six hun-
dred and thirly members who were absent and
probably in bed, are, of course, unnoticeable in
{nc House, while the twauty-eight who remain

most vivid state of netivity. Woen a member
has mastered the merits of o guestion he has
done his daty, and has only to wait tll the di-
vision bell rings for action, Some members,
lice Mr. Scholetield, have great talent in drop-
ping in only when they are wanted, Mr. Bright
will stay nway weeks tozether, BHarl Rusgpll in-
troduced the broad-brimmed hat into the House
